AFTER A 10-HOUR session, the House of Rep- 
resentatives approved at 2 a.m. yesterday а 
“watered down” version of the “sin” taxes on 
cigarettes and alcohol products. 

Voting 144-10 with one abstention, the 
chamber passed on third reading House Bill 
No. 3174 despite protests from the opposition 
bloc that the measure had been railroaded 
through the chamber. 

Taxes would rise 20 percent for all brands 
of cigarettes and alcohol products in the first 
year. 

That falls short of the 30-percent increase 
originally requested by Malacafang, which 
had also wanted the taxes to be indexed to in- 
flation. The House instead approved a 3-per- 
cent rise in the taxes in 2006 and another 3 
percent in 2007. 

Malacafiang would have to seek new legisla- 
tion for any increase in the tax rate after 2007.

Palace says 
no coup 
will succeed

| MALACANANG yesterday expressed confi- 


dence no destabilization attempt would suc- 
ceed in ousting President Macapagal-Arroyo. 

The Palace made the assertion as rumors of 
a coup attempt continued to йу. 

“This administration is pushing the thresh- 
old of change and reform in all levels and sec- 
tors and is not vulnerable to military adven- 
turism,” said Press Secretary and presidential 
spokesperson Ignacio Bunye in a statement. 

“The President holds the high moral 
ground and cannot be dislodged from it,” he 
said. 

Bunye reiterated the Presidents assurance 
that the Armed Forces chain of command was in- 
tact and remained loyal to her and the people. 

“Rumors abound but an active plot cannot 
realistically germinate from within an Armed 
Forces that is already caught in an inexorable

A FILIPINO was among three United Nations 
election workers who were taken hostage by 
an armed group in Afghanistan on Thursday, 
the Department of Foreign Affairs confirmed 
last night. 

The Filipino was identified as Angelito 
Nayan, a foreign service officer class IV of the 
DFA and currently assigned to the joint elec- 
toral committee connected with the United 
Nations Assistance Mission to Afghanistan 
(Unama), the DFA said in a statement. 

‘The two other hostages were an Irish and a 
Kosovan. They were not identified but both 
were believed to be women. 

‘Ambassador to Pakistan Jorge Arizabal con- 
firmed the abduction to Foreign Secretary Al- 
berto Romulo last night, according to the РЕА. 

“The department strongly condemns such 
acts as pointless hindrances to the rebuilding 
of the Afghan nation, which has just success- 
fully completed its first democratic election,” 
the DFA said. 

Nayan, 34, is from Laguna. He was on Romu- 
Jo's staff when the latter was the Senate majori- 
ty leader.

Child cybersex 
ring broken up 


POLICE arrested two foreign men, a Belgian 
and an American, suspected of operating а 
Web-based pornography ring involving chil- 
dren, officials said yesterday. 

Fifteen girls and women aged between 15 
and 23 were found in five houses raided in 
‘Angeles City on Monday, police said. 

“This is a thriving industry offering virtual 
sex through cyberspace,” St. Supt. Rodolfo 
Mendoza of the Philippine National Police 
Criminal Investigation And Detection Group 
told Reuters. 

The girls and women had posed nude, 
danced and performed sexual acts in front of 
Web cameras, he said. 

"We busted one big operation, but there 
could be hundreds more out there hosting 
adult Web sites,” Mendoza said. 

The cybersex and child pornography busi- 
ness in the Philippines generates about P150 
million a year, police said. 

The two foreigners were believed го be fi 
nancing the operation and would be charged 
under human trafficking laws, police said. 

Mendoza said the girls and women worked 
in three eight hour shifts, getting an average of 
$3 a day to perform to web subscribers in the 
United States, Britain, Hong Kong and Japan. 

"Web users pay about $1.59 per minute to 
get access to the site. 

"The head of the United Nations Children's 
Fund in the country said in August a study of 
child pornography in the Philippines had 
shown the problem was far more widespread 
and systematic than previously thought and 
often involved international syndicates. 

In July, police said they rescued about 70 
children, some as young as five, from a child 
pornography ring when they raided a house 
south of Metro Manila.

In the way he describes things 
Luke sometimes shows he's an outsider, a Gen- 
tile, For example, he speaks of a "mustard se 
which a man took and planted in his garden 
The mustard tree was not a garden plant; it 
grew wild around the shores of the lake of 
Galilee. It grew to a height of three or four me- 
ters and would not be an ornament to any gar- 
den! In today's reading he mentions “a leading 
Pharisee,"or "а leader of the Pharisees,” as the 
RSV translates й. In fact, the scholars tll us, 
the Pharisees were not а sect with rulers or 
leaders and disciples.

SAYING that it was in urgent need of an 
P8-billion fund infusion, the Social Secu- 
ту System yesterday asked the 
‘Supreme Court to allow it to sell йз 29- 
percent stake in the Equitable-PCI Bank. 

їп a S6-page comment, the SSS, 
through Justice Secretary Ваш Gonzalez, 
asked the high tribunal to dismiss the peti- 
tion from five senators seeking to stop the 
sale of the state-run pension fund's shares 
in the country's fourth largest bank. 

The high court issued a status quo or- 
der on Oct. 5 after the senators asked it 
to stop a scheduled Oct. 20 auction of 
the shares for being allegedly disadvan- 
tageous to the government. 

The justice secretary argued that 
stopping the sale would cause grave 
and irreparable injury not just to the 
555, whose financial situation was al- 
ready “grim,” but to its members and 
beneficiaries “who have to be assured 


that the SSS has available funds to con- 
tinuously cover its benefit obligations.” 

Gonzalez said the sale of the shares 
‘would guarantee the infusion of at least. 
РВ billion of much-needed funds to the 
SSS by November to ease the deficit of 
the 555 Reserve Fund. 

He said a portion of the 5555 assets 
was now being used to pay the pension 
requirements of its members. 

He said the Commission on Audit 
had reported that SSS benefit payments 
had exceeded contributions from 1993 
to 1995 and again from 1999 to 2001 
“resulting in a decrease in the expected 
life of the SSS Reserve Fund." 

Gonzalez said that studies by the 5555 
‘own actuarial department also showed 
that "it was unclear whether there would 
bea significant improvement in the actu- 
arial life of the fund, which is expected to 
terminate by 2015.” 

“The simulations do show, however, 
that the net deficit by 2025 would be re- 


duced from P18 billion to P7 billion if 
the sale of the subject shares is pur- 
sued,” he said. 

Gonzalez said this was premised оп 
the assumption that the proceeds of the 
sale would be reinvested at current 
364-day Treasury bill rate averaging 
about percent. 

“Thus, it cannot be overemphasized 
that contrary to petitioners’ baseless al- 
legations, the sale of the subject shares 
will ultimately redound to the advan- 
tage and benefit of all the SSS mem- 
bers," Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez filed the comment to the 
Supreme Courts status quo ruling 
which ordered the parties to the dispute 
to "observe the status quo prevailing” 
before the SSS issued the resolutions 
approving the sale of the shares.

In an open letter dated Oct. 24 to Judge 
Rudy Castrojas of the Antique Regional Trial 
Court, Precious Lotilla-Javier quoted from the 
Book of Sirach in her belief that justice would 
ultimately be done. 

“For He isa God of justice, Who knows no fa- 
vorites. Though not unduly partial toward the 
weak, yet He hears the cry of the oppressed,” 
Javier quoted Chapter 35, verses 12-18. 

The Book of Sirach is found in the Old Tes- 
tament and is classified among the wisdom 
writings. It has a long eulogy on the heroes of 
Israelite history and has a high regard for the 
law and traditional wisdom. 

In a 113-page decision promulgated on 
Oct. 12, Castrojas acquitted former assembly- 
man Arturo Pacificador and three of his co-ac- 
cused of Javier's murder and the wounding of 
five others in 1986. 

‘The judge said the prosecution failed to 
prove that Pacificador had masterminded the 
murder of his political rival. 

Pacificador's lawyer Avelino "Bob" Javel- 
lana, however, and seven others, mostly his 
bodyguards, were convicted.

Cardinal Sin now 
out of hospital

RETIRED Manila Archbishop 
Jaime Cardinal Sin is finally 
back where he wants to be. 

Sin, 76, was discharged 
from the Cardinal Santos Med- 
ical Center after 17 days of 
confinement due to arythmia 
or heart failure. 

The cardinal, who gained in- 
temational recognition for his 
тоје in the 1986 Edsa peoples 
power revolt, left the hospital 
‘ith his secretary Fr. Jun Sescon, 
his assistant and a private nurse 
around 8 a.m. yesterday. 

“The fast improvement of 
His Eminence Jaime Cardinal 
Sins condition has allowed 
him to leave the Cardinal San- 
tos Medical Center and go 
home to Villa San Miguel. Fur- 
ther observations and monitor- 
ing of his health will be done at 
Villa San Miguel," the archdio- 


cese of Manila's information 
office said in a statement. 

Sin was undergoing his dialy- 
sis at the Villa San Miguel on Oct. 
11 when doctors noted a sudden 
drop in his blood pressure and 
ordered that the prelate be 
brought to the hospital 

Sin suffered a heart failure 
and was unconscious for about 
three days. Except for immedi- 
ate family and fellow clerics, 
the archdiocese barred all visi- 
tors to the cardinal, including 
President Macapagal-Arroyo. 

Sin has a history of ilinesses 
including diabetes and kidney 
ailment. He has been 
wheelchairbound for about 
three years. The cardinal also 
suffered a stroke early last year.

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NBI still has 2 more Nida witnesses

EVEN if four of its witnesses are missing, the. 
National Bureau of Investigation still as two 
others in the Nida Blanca slay case who could 
help in the extradition of main suspect Rod 
Strunk from the United States, NBI Director 
Reynaldo Wycoco said yesterday. 

Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez had earlier. 
said Strunk's extradition might be delayed after 
four witnesses in the case could not be found. 

"We still have two witnesses, they have not 
gone missing,” said Wycoco yesterday. The two 
‘witnesses’ statements were expected to be in- 
cluded in the extradition request for Strunk. 

‘The NBI disclosed it had the two new wit- 
nesses in the Blanea slay case only last month. 

Опе of the two was a woman who was able 
to describe a car that Strunk got into during 
Blanca's wake. Her description tallied with 
that of the other witness who said the car was 
used during surveillance operations conduct- 
ed on Blanca weeks before her death. 

The second witness was a man who said he 
participated in the surveillance. 

Мусосо said earlier the two new witnesses 
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could bolster the case against Strunk: 

A United States District Court had denied 
the Philippines’ request to have Strunk extra- 
ited to face charges in the death of wife, say- 
ing the evidence presented by Filipino offi- 
cials was insufficient and contradictory. 

Blanca (real name: Dorothy Jones) was 
found stabbed to death in her car which was 
parked at the Atlanta Centre in San Juan on 
Nov. 7, 2001. Her husband Strunk became the 


prime suspect and was charged with her mur-

The missing witnesses were three security 
guards of Atlanta Centre and the driver of an- 
other suspect in the case who is detained at 
the NBI, Philip Medel, The driver was identi+ 
fied as Alfredo "Aldo" Rodriguez.

The missing 380 tons of explo- 
sives over which the International 
Atomic Energy Agency raised the 
alert earlier this month have be- 
come fodder in the US presidential 
election campaign, with Democratic 
challenger John Kerry accusing in- 
cumbent Republican President 
George W. Bush of incompetence in 
his handling of post-invasion Iraq, 

It is not clear whether the explo- 
sives—which are used in plastic ex- 
plosives and could also be used in a 
trigger for a nuclear device—were re- 
moved from the site before or after 
the US-led invasion that toppled Iraqi 
dictator Saddam Hussein. 

The Washington Times’ source is 
the first to give a clear indication of 
when the explosives were removed.

Pakistan ‘honor’ 
killings: Death 
penalty seen 

as no deterrent 


ISLAMABAD—The introduction of the death 
penalty for so-called honor killings will not 
stop the practice as it is still condoned by con- 
servative sections of Pakistani society, rights 
groups say. 

Pakistan's national assembly, parliament's 
lower house, passed а bill on Tuesday intro- 
ducing the death penalty for honor killings, 
which the government says has led to the 
death of 2,774 women and 1,327 over the 
past four years. 

The amendment also prohibits family 
inembers from pardoning honor killers and 
introduces a life sentence, which.in Pakistan. 
is25 years, for accomplices. 

“I think it was high time they did it. But, 
laws have also previously been there. Not as 
strong, but there have been laws to protect 
women’s rights,” Progressive Women's Asso- 
ciation chair Shahnaz Bukhari said. 

"Have they been implemented? No. Im 
very concerned that this law should be imple- 
‘mented in the right spirit." 

Honor crimes such as karo kari, in which a 
man and а woman are murdered for having il 
licit relations; occur most often in Pakistan's 
conservative rural areas. 

Women are most often killed or mutilated 
by relatives in the name of protecting the fam- 
ily honor, wich the practice regularly drawing 
condemnation from local and international 
human rights groups. 

Rights activists in Pakistan say: honor 
killings have been on the inerease because 
killers act without fear of harsh punish- 
ment. 

The cultural importance placed on uphold- 
ing honor causes judges and police officials to 
be lenient, they say. 

Under the laws that are being replaced, a 
murder to vindicate family honor "should 
be awarded the lesser sentence of life im- 
prisonment," according to the Pakistani pe- 
nal code. 

‘The new bill's text admits honor сите cas- 
es are often not registered, properly investi- 
gated or fully prosecuted because they are 
tacitly accepted at many levels of society. 

“Thus the accused very often gets away 
without any punishment or is not adequately 
punished,” the text says. АЕР

Destructive distraction 


EAR and rumors are contagious. In the case of re- 
F cent rumors of coup plots being hatched, these have 

provoked fears verging on panic in the some quar- 
ters. 

The apparent drift of the administration, combined 
with increasingly hostile rhetoric from some opposition- 
ists, hasn’t helped. President Macapagal-Arroyo has been 

perceived, first of all, as being stuck in 
EDITORIAL an ever-expanding quicksand of her 
own making: the ever-increasing, and 
increasingly illogical, appointments made by her as well 
as attempts to tinker with the bureaucracy by creating 
new entities such as the Office of Special Concerns (what- 
ever it is or whatever it is supposed to do). Some opposi- 
tion politicians, such as former Sen. Francisco Tatad, 
have also been trying to shake things up by speaking 
darkly of the need to replace the President with a nebu- 
lous junta composed ofa mismatched collection of promi- 
nentnames. 

Opportunists apparently want to make use of the cor- 
ruption scandal involving Maj. Gen. Carlos Е Garcia to tip. 
the balance in their favor. Suddenly, the massive majority 
of the ruling coalition, and the President's astounding 
ability to muddle her way through even her own best ef- 
forts to sabotage her ability to rule, have an antidote. 
That antidote is the threat, whether manufactured or not, 
of military intervention. 

Military intervention is precisely the sort of pressure 
the administration's stable of political operators lack the 
courage or the means to resist. For the opposition, the 
prospect of being backed with bayonets can compensate 
forthe popularity it lacks. 

However, both sides—the administration as it panics 
and suffers from the lack of allies willing to defend it, and 
the opposition in salivating over the chance to bastardize 
people power through a naked power grab—do not take 
into account the public and the military: If no large seg- 
ment of the population is prepared to sacrifice in order to 
keep the administration in power, there is no equivalent 
segment prepared to risk all for the opposition. The same 
applies to the military. If some generals, whether out of 
fear of being exposed as crooks, or out of a genuine desire 
to change the system, want to mount a coup, they cannot 
be sure if anyone will follow them. After all, where would 
a coup lead the country? Would it lead to a solution to. 
current problems? 

Even former Sen. Gregorio Honasan, a coup expert if 
there was one, says no, “A coup attempt is totally uncalled 
for. It will not solve the problem," ће told media. 

Would a coup help the opposition? Oppositionists 
weren't pleased by talk circulating last Tuesday that Sen. 
Edgardo Angara had met with the President. Their meet- 
ing seems to have born fruit, with Ms Arroyo announcing 
the other day that she had invited Angara and his Laban 
ng Demokratikong Pilipino to join her in forging “a 
covenant of national unity.” The opposition, as before, ге- 
mains divided. It also has no love for—and is not loved 
by—many retired generals. 

‘Would a coup help the military? It would only help to 
prove the rank and file gullible and the officer corps self- 
ish beyond redemption. Coup fears, in fact, have been 
kept at bay by a growing suspicion that our soldiers aren’t 
so dumb, and our officers so totally corrupt, that any sig- 
nificant number of them would be tempted to join a 
coup. 

‘The truth is, plotting coups or circulating rumors of a 
coup is an act of desperation by officers whose despera- 
tion is shared by some politicians, Even if corrupt officers 
are outnumbered by fairly honest ones, it only takes a few 
tosend the rest on red alert, 

However much the administration may be adrift now, it 
can try to milk coup rumors for all they are worth, includ- 
ing a tactical alliance with some opposition figures. And 
no matter how divided the opposition may be, ambition 
springs eternal and coup rumors are useful to those out of 
power, And whatever it is politicians and generals actual- 
ly want, coup rumors help to distract the country. 

This is a distraction no one needs. These are fears the 
country can do without. The simple truth is, the only rea- 
son to attempt a coup is to protect the guilty. 
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IRRESPONSIBLE dog owners are the ones re- 
sponsible for the dog and cat population ex- 
plosion, not the animals. The animals have no 
choice and no control over their reproductive 
cycle. Their owners can have control by hav- 
ing their pets spayed or neutered, but they 
don't do this because they don't want to pay 
the fee for the veterinarian. So the pets breed 
continuously and their liters are given away 
or simply abandoned and grow up as strays 
that produce more puppies and kittens. So the. 
cycle continues unending. 

With ownership of pure-breed dogs now а 
status symbol, families illegally breed dogs 
(ог sale although the Animal Welfare Act re- 
quires breeders and pet shops to secure li 
censes from the Bureau of Animal Industry af- 
ter fulfilling strict requirements. You see these 
illegal breeders advertising the sale of their 
puppies and kittens, but have you heard any- 
body arrested or prosecuted? 

Many of those who buy these puppies do 
mot know how to care for them properly. Nei- 
ther do they really love or like them. They just 
‘want them as status symbols. 

But unlike mongrels, the different breeds 
need different specialized care. Most of them 
need plenty of exercise but are kept cooped 
up in their cages. 

Ownership of different breeds become fads 
for these status seekers. When the movie "101 
Dalmatians" was shown, many families went. 
out and bought Dalmatian puppies for their 
children only to realize later that they cannot 
be cooped up in apartments because they 
need lots of exercise (their ancestors ran be- 
hind Roman chariots). When the Doberman 
movies were shown, many bought Dober- 
mans, and when the “Beethoven” series was 
shown, many bought St. Bernard puppies, on- 
ly to find out later that the cute puppies grow 
upto become very huge dogs. 

‘The most dangerous dog із the pit bull. Itis a 
vicious dog. It was bred to fight and its fighting 
instinct is so strong that it sometime attacks 
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even its owner. It should never be kept аз а рес 
ina home with children. But many status seek- 
ers bought pit bulls to strut them at dog fights 
although the law prohibits dog fights. In fact, 
the dog should be prohibited in any neighbor- 
hood because of the danger to residents. 

But because these pure breeds cost a lot of 
money, at least they are not turned out into 
the streets when their owners grow tired of 
them, unlike native dogs or mongrels, the so- 
called “askal” that are routinely abandoned 
because there is no status in owning them. 
‘These are the unfortunates that are rounded 
up by barangay tanods and dog thieves and 
end up either being euthanized in the dog 
pounds or as pulutan for drunkards. 

Because of the status-seekers, the dog popu- 
lation explosion will get worse, Local govern- 
‘ments ty to solve the problem with euthanasia 
or by closing their eyes to the illegal dog trade 
and the disgusting habit of eating "man's best 
friend.” But killing animals whose only crime 
‘was to be born is neither humane nor practical 

Despite these drastic measures to reduce the 
дов population, the Philippines has been down- 
graded from fourth to third highest in the world 
for human deaths due to rabies. It is obvious 
that mass killing to control the dog population. 
isa failure. It is time we reevaluated our policy. 

1f we need family planning and birth con- 
trol to control the human population explo- 
sion, isn't it logical that there should also be 
family planning and birth control to control 
the dog population? It is a simple matter to 
take the dog or cat to the vet and have them. 
spayed or neutered. No religious problem 


there. But the irresponsible pet owners refuse 
to spend the few hundred pesos for the veteri- 
narian's fee. 

50 an NGO, Cara Phils. (Compassion and Re- 
sponsibility for Animals) is subsidizing the spay- 
ing and neutering of dogs and cats. All you have 
todo if you are too stingy to pay for the “fixing” 
of your pets is to call up Tel, Nos. 824-7335 and 
638-5544 and Cara Phils. will arrange for an ac- 
credited veterinary clinic to have your dog or 
cat spayed or neutered for free. 

The Philippine Animal Welfare Society 
(PAWS) also has spaying and neutering ser- 
vices at discounted prices. It also takes in un- 
wanted dogs and cats for adoption by caring 
families, Needless to say, these NGOs need 
donations to be able to carry on their work. 
‘And you can help this Christmas by giving 
gifts to your friends through them. PAWS will 
send cards to your friends saying you have do- 
nated funds in their names. 

Cara Phils. is proposing to local govern- 
ments that they consider the spay and neuter 
program. It has proven more economical in 
those governments that have tried it. 

Such a program has been modeled after 
that of India. Faced with an enormous stray 
dog population and with the world highest 
rate of human deaths from rabies, India start- 
ed off on the conventional route of catching 
and killing stray dogs. It soon became appar- 
ent that chis method was a waste of resources; 
the dog population continued to grow. 

Now in all major Indian cities like Mumbai, 
Delhi, Calcutta, Jaipur, Bangalore and Hyder- 
abad, dogs are routinely caught, spayed and 
neutered and returned to their original loca- 
tion. Only extremely ill dogs are euthanized. 

То illustrate the success of the program, 
Bangalore had a stray dog population of 
500,000 in 1995, Last year, their number was 
down to 80,000 despite the fact that there had 
been no mass destruction. The spay and neuter 
program proved to be not only effective, bùt al- 
so the only humane way, winning for these 
cities recognition from all over the world. 


Gated communities: Philippine version 


IN THE DIN of psy-war attempts to cow the in- 
vestigators of Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, and 
amid threats of a coup by those who will save 
their dying credibility by killing it altogether, 
my thoughts turn to something truly scary: 
Halloween! 

‘And how did this celebration, usually held 
in the cool bracing air of late autumn, get to be 
transplanted to tropical Philippines where itis 
celebrated in muggy, 30-degree heat (worse 
under the costumes)? 1 think it has a lot to do 
with the "villages," those privately developed 
and planned residential subdivisions that are 
known abroad as “gated communities.” 

In our country, we take gated communities 
for granted. We take them as the norm, as the 
preferred setup for residential areas. Not so 
elsewhere, not even among our Southeast 
Asian neighbors, where one can find wealthy 
areas interspersed among poorer neighbor- 
hoods, neither one segregated by walls nor 
guarded gates, each one flowing seamlessly in- 
to the other, much like the beautiful old neigh- 
borhoods in the genteel parts of Manila. They 
welcomed the sounds of real life: the dyaryo- 
bote, the orig in the environmental practice of 
recycling; the taho vendor, the orig in delicious 
vegetarian desserts; the dirty ice cream guy 
and his cart, the orig in micro-entrepreneur- 
ship and indigenized culsine; the vaciador, the 
original Edward Scissorhands. You saw people 
walking in the streets, actually talking and 
having conversations. Very few such areas re- 
main, and even hitherto open neighborhoods 
have been balkanized into a network of guard- 
ed ronds, 

Tam not aware of any gated subdivision be- 
fore World War II, but certainly the post-war 
Forbes Park is the capo di rutti capi, or to bor- 
row Saddam Hussein's favored metaphor from 
the first Gulf War, the mother of all villages. 

Why has the modern-day Filipino come to 
idealize the village setup? Because govern- 
ment has failed to provide us security and 
peace of mind, If government won't do it for 
us, we will do it ourselves. We will build high 
walls and post armed sentries at every guard 
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post, If government won't collect garbage reg- 
ularly, we will pay private garbage trucks to 
collect and discard it for us, Villages emerge by 
default, because government has abdicated 
basic service functions and citizens have taken 
over the erstwhile public functions and "priva- 
tized” it., Thus the enclave, pockets of idyllic 
living where roads are clean and quiet, the air 
is fresh, where a college kid who comes ho 

їп early morning and leaves his cell phone in 
an unlocked car outside will still find both the 
phone and the car in the morning. 

Butthis is one solution that has spawned new 
problems. A recurring challenge is when private 
roads need to be opened up to the public to re- 
lieve traffic congestion—thus defeating the very 
purpose of carving out an enclave, The Bel-Air 
cases over Jupiter and Neptune streets have had 
several rounds of decisions before our courts, 
Likewise that portion of Katipunan Avenue in 
front of White Plains, as well as the land on 
which stand the garden stores all throughout 
that stretch. Dasmariñas Village has successful- 
ly blocked an attempt to open its roads when an 
underpass/flyover was being built close by, to 
the dismay of our road authorities. 

When a bill was filed in Congress to en- 
hance the power of local governments to 
force open subdivision roads, homeowners 
rose in protest, claiming it was a "taking" of 
private property, Not really though. The road 
is not "taken" from them; they can still use it, 
What are lost are those Mastercard moments: 
the steel gate which have to be broken to al- 
low public access: P10,000; the joy of fresh 
air, а noise-free atmosphere, hassle-free 
Ingress and egress to one's garage, and peace 


and security: Priceless. 

‘Another new problem is the increased pow- 
er of village associations, If indeed they have 
taken over some functions of thesstate, why 
shouldn't they start acting like the state? One 
Metro Manila village association tried to bar a 
kind resident who offered his employees free 
quarters in one of his spare houses in the vil- 
lage, until the association was sued and had to 
settle out of court. Another village enforced 
the “one-family, one-lot" rule—eventually up- 
held by the Supreme Court—and barred a sub- 
lessee who occupied a segregated portion of 
what was formerly a family home, 

As we celebrate Halloween this weekend, 1 
recall M. Night Shymalan's movie "The Vil- 
lage.” What villagers create for themselves is 
away of life, one that is possible only by keep- 
ing out the world and creating a world of 
one's own. Creating an enclave buys for its 
residents a chance to live the life they want in 
the here and now, without having to walt for 
government to reform—or for the generals to 
refund, 

‘The short-term benefit is clear. It is the long- 
term peril that is hidden: that instead of re- 
forming the world outside, we aim merely to 
perfect our world inside, We cease to care 
about changing the world, for as long as we 
can retreat to our nice little cocoons each night 
and during weekends, Remember that the 
original gated community in the country was 
Intramuros, surrounded not by a fragile fence 
but by a fortress, guarded not by the neighbor- 
hood blue guard but by the Guardia Civil to 
keep out those pesky indios. 

‘To those who live in the modern Intramuros: 
Beware the insurrectos outside planning their 
revolution. 

Ir takes the Filipino village to celebrate Hal- 
loween. We need to conjure fears and anxieties 
for Halloween because the rest of the year we 
face the real anxieties of living in the Philip- 
pines. On Halloween, itis merely the masks we 
fear and not the hideous face of our reality 
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THERES neither rhyme nor reason behind the 
scare scenario that the investigation of alleged 
corruption in the Armed Forces, focused on the 
unexplained wealth of former AFP comptroller, 
Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, could trigger а coup or 
another people power unrest. 

Precedents and evidence surrounding failed 
coups since 1986 cannot make a case for a suc- 
cessful coup without popular support. In the 
wake of the sustained attacks on alleged military 


crush any “destabilizing” action. 

According to Biazon, three retired generals 
had talked to him about possible "military adven- 
turism” when they met in, of all places, the Unit- 
ed States, The absurdity is at once evident, for 
how could one take seriously a coup launched 
from overseas? 

‘True, massive corruption has historically been 
an issue used to mobilize political action to change 
regimes either through mass action or election. 
‘The Estrada regime is an example of a government 
toppled mainly over corruption. In most of our 
post-war governments, corruption has been a cen- 
tral mobilizing issue mainly responsible for the 
Joss of power in regular elections 

‘There has been no case since 1986 when an 
overt military coup succeeded in directly over- 
throwing a civilian government on the issue of 
corruption. The most that military adventurism 
has done to topple governments, embroiled in ap- 
palling corruption scandals (e.g. the Marcos and 
Estrada regimes) was to act as a catalyst of civil- 
ian mass action, The Ramos-Enrile mutiny in 
1986 sparked People Power l which came to their 
rescue. The Apgelo Reyes defection was in re- 


A victory for women 


“A VICTORY for women but a tragedy for men” 
was how Justice Undersecretary Ernesto Pineda 
described, with little evidence of irony, the 
launching Wednesday of the Implementing Rules 
and Regulations of RA 9262, the Law against Vio- 
lence against Women and their Children (VAW- 
©), as well as the Supreme Court Rule on VAW-C. 

‘The justice department official, though, was put 
toright by no less than Chief Justice Hilario Davide 
who, in his Keynote speech, reminded the audi- 
ence that the event “is not really a defeat for men, 
but could even be a celebration of victory” since it 
‘could mean that “(men) have been freed from sel 
ishness, pride and a tendency towards violence.” 

For many women at the signing ceremonies at 
the new session hall of the Supreme Court, the 
occasion felt not so much a celebration of victory 
as the end to many years’ (decades, even!) hard 
"work—researching, documenting, advocating, 
drafting and lobbying—on an issue and a law 
deemed central to the liberation and empower- 
ment of Filipino women, And as we all agreed at 
the close of the ceremonies, it also means even 
more work to ensure that the new law and rules 
are not just implemented, but communicated. For 
if women, judges, prosecutors, lawyers and even 
barangay officals don't know about the new law, 
then it would remain useless and dead even be- 
fore it could be fully tested. 

But groundbreaking as it is, RA 9262 is not 
enough by itself. Sr. Mary John Mananzan, rep- 
resenting NGOs as chair of the Women's Crisis 
Center, pointed out that the law and its imple- 
menting rules and regulations would be “useless 
without a change of consciousness.” It is, after 
all, traditional notions of male privilege and 
power that lead men to think they have the right 
to assert control and dominance—with violence, 
if needed—over the women in their lives. 
Thankfully it was a male speaker, Canadian Em- 
assy counselor Steve Kihara who issued a "call 
to fathers" on two imperatives. The first, to 
"raise our daughters to allow them to be full 
members of society.” The second, to "encourage 
our sons to show respect for women and the dig- 
nity of their sisters everywhere.” 
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sponse to a mass action demanding change and 
led to the collapse of the Estrada regime in Edsa 
П, In both cases, popular mass action was respon- 
sible forthe regimes’ collapse. 

So, when Sen. Aquilino Pimentel talks about the 
current scandal over military corruption providing 
the spark for another people power, we have a case 
of not reading precedents correctly. Sen. Joker Ar- 
royo, a veteran and survivor of many coups during 
the Aquino regime, has strong grounds to dismiss 
the threats with the argument that a coup without 
popular support is doomed to fail. 

‘The current controversy over alleged military 
corruption, no matter how outrageous, cannot be 
а trigger for another people power uprising or a 
direct military coup. There are two good reasons 
why military scandal cannot act as a detonator. 
The first is that it concerns mainly the military, 
hence, the case has no resonance to the civilian 
population, The cases involve disposition of mili- 
tary funds, either for purchase of supplies or 
boots for the troops, or conversion of funds to 
handsome retirement packages for generals, 

Civilians are aroused when their governments 
are involved in corruption on the scale of the 
Marcos keptocracy and the Estrada plunder. 
‘Then they pour out into the streets о demand the 
overthrow of the government. In no single case 
has the people ever gone to the streets since 1986 
to support any military coup for whatever reason 
itwasstaged. 

The public tend to view the current military 
scandal as an internal military issue. It can be- 
come an issue of regime corruption if the admin- 
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EARLIER that дау, women gathered at the home 
of Speaker Jose de Venecia for the launching of 
“Melissa Watch," which is an organized effort 
led by the Congressional Spouses Foundation 
headed by Gina de Venecia not just to monitor.

As Bing Guanzon, one of Melissa's lawyers, 
mentioned, if Melissa, who is educated, well- 
connected socially and certainly aware of her 
rights, cannot find justice from our courts and. 
the system, then you can imagine how desper- 
ate is the plight of poor and disadvantaged 
women who fall victim to abusive husbands 
and partners. 

Опе of the factors that make women sur- 
vivors of abuse especially vulnerable are their 
children, since by leaving their husbands they 
run the risk of losing custody to him or, if they 
fight to keep their children, are then burdened 
with the sole responsibility of feeding, raising 
and nurturing them. ‘This is the plight that 
Melissa finds herself in, even if a lower court 
has already ordered that her husband grant 
her custody of her two minor children. 

Indeed, no matter how wise and progres- 
sive our laws are, so long as the justice system. 
is subject to corruption, political influence 
and cultural biases, justice will remain elusive 
for the most vulnerable and deserving of it.

{stration falters in cauterizing it, and if it is per- 
ceived to be whitewashing and covering up mili- 
tary officers involved in the scandal. 

"The other important reason а coup cannot be or- 
ganized on the issue of military corruption is that it 
puts the military in a bad light before the public and 
splits the military down the middle. In the current 
scandal, he military has blemished its credentials 
and moral authority as a rallying point for a coup, 
and there is lile reason for the people to rally be- 
hind the military аз а better and cleaner alternative. 
to civilian leadership. To rally the people behind а 
coup, the soldiers must first prove to the people 
they come with clean hands. Replacing civilian 
crooks with military crooks is no change at all. 

One lesson learned from the Oakwood mutiny 
is that it failed because it could not bring people to 
the streets to support its idealistic aims. The muti- 
neers’ main issue was localized: corruption in the 
procurement of military supplies and even boots 
for troops on the front. The people did not identify 
with this issue. The idealistic posturing of the mu- 
tineers was vitiated by the fact that they had other, 
less lofty motivations than cleaning up the military 
of corruption. The coup was shown by evidence to 
have been financed by politicians who stood to 
gain from the overthrow of government 

We are told that the possible sources of adven- 
turism are two: a group that would lose opportu- 
nities for corruption from the current investiga- 
tion; and another, said to be idealistic, that wants 
to seize power to get rid of corrupt officers. 

In this scenario, it is not clear against whom 
the coup is directed. It is all too blurred, So, 
where does the chain of command come in? 

Tn this muddle, the only thing that’s clear is 
that the military has lost its credibility as an insti- 
tution that can offer itself as savior of the country 
from corruption and аза source of inspiring polit 
ical leadership. With the officer class tainted by 
corruption, maybe the soldiers’ hope for recrui 
ment of credible coup leaders lies in the ranks of 
sergeants—not among generals and colonels.

tourists.

into education, developing basic and applied sciences to pro- 
duce a large corps of IT professionals and scientists who are

truly catapulting East Asia into the global IT market. 


Acerisa case in point, A few years back most Asians had nev- 
er heard of the small Taiwanese computer manufacturer. By 
2000, Acer was the 15th largest IT manufacturer in Asia, with 
sales reaching $5.662 billion, double TI revenues in 2003. 

"Today, China, India and Singapore are following the ex- 
ample of Japan, South Korea and Taiwan, starting out with 
Joint ventures and imitation of the big players’ products, but 
with value added through all kinds of innovation. In last 
week's column, I mentioned how India developed its own 
hardware and software to canvass 450 million votes within а 
few days. Easily, in a few years, the Indians can export their 
technologies to the United States (and maybe assure more 
honest elections than the one in 2000, where computer 


glitches resulted infamously in Bush's victory). 
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Yesterday's INquinen had а local call center spokesperson 
claiming their sector will bring in $689 million in revenues in 
2004. But I've also mentioned India, which still has a major 
share of the outsourcing industry, sees the call center as gen- 
erating loose change compared with software development.

suddenly float short-term remedies such as hand- 
ing out food coupons. And many people wonder 
whether this is the wisest option at this time. 

But whatever path the Arroyo administration 
takes to respond to the problem, we always go 
back to the basic question: Can these make fami- 
lies get out of this miserable state? 

1 сап still remember my Lolo's words when all 
of us were trying to convince him to vote for our 
candidate in the election before the last one. He 
said that whoever he would vote for would notre- 
ally matter because he had been poor all his life. 
An election would not change his plight. 

Not only is poverty felt by the body, it can also 
snatch away one's hope and the desire to dream. 

Now we ask, is there something we can look 
forward го? Amid the economic woes, corruption: 
and moral despair in our society, we cannot sim- 
ply give up and stop aspiring for good things to 
соте. Like the promise of the Millennium Devel- 
‘opment Goals or MDGs. These are a set of com- 
mitments forged by member countries of the 
United Nations, including the Philippines, to im- 
prove the lives of the poorest, 

‘The MDGs are: eradicate extreme poverty and 
hunger; achieve universal primary education; pro- 
mote gender equality and empower women, re- 
duce child mortality; improve maternal health; 
combat HIV/AIDs, malaria and other infectious 
diseases; ensure environmental sustainability; and 
develop a global partnership for development. 

‘The first goal sets the following targets to be 
achieved between 1990 and 2015: halving the 
proportion of people living in extreme poverty; 
reducing the proportion of people with no access 
1o safe drinking water or those who cannot afford 
it; halving the proportion of population below the 
minimum level of dietary energy consumption; 
and reducing by half the proportion of under- 
‘weight children under 5 years old. 
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More than a decade has gone by. How is the 
country faring as far as meeting these targets is 
concerned? 

The national surveys conducted by the govern- 
ment give us an idea about the subsistence inci- 
dence, of the percentage of "food poor" families 
in the country. A family is said to be "food poor” if 
its income falls below the subsistence threshold 
or the amount needed to satisfy food require- 
ments, In short, the subsistence incidence mea- 
sures the proportion of families among the poor 
who experience hunger. 

‘The Philippine Progress Report on the MDGs re- 
leased by the National Economic and Develop- 
ment Authority and the United Nations tells us 
that there has been a marked improvement in 
pulling families out of the subsistence threshold 
(subsistence incidence has declined from 20.4 per- 
cent to 16.7 percent) from 1991 to 2000. But what 
is happening across regions reveals quite a differ- 
ent story. Some regions such as the Autonomous 
Region in Muslim Mindanao (Maguindanao, 
Lanao del Sur, Sulu, Tawitawi and Basilan 
provinces) and Region 5 (Albay, Camarines Norte, 
Camarines Sur, Catanduanes, Masbate and Sorso- 
gon provinces) have a comparatively large and an 
increasing number of “food poor" families. 

1а terms of access to safe drinking water, the 
target is for 87 percent of Filipino households to 
have access by year 2015. So far, this is one area 
of success. In 1991, 73.7 percent of households 
already had access to safe drinking water. By 
2000, this rose to 78,5 percent of all households. 
ifthis upward trénd ls sustained, the target could 
very well be achieved. 

Malnutrition, however, continues to be a serious 


ation. By 2003, this figure declined to 31 percent. 
Notan impressive change, especially if we compare 
ош performance with our Asian neighbors, as re- 
ported by the АРВ. We have progressed at only 
about half the pace of Vietnam and Indonesia 
(Thailand is about to reach its target). And of 
course, a sizeable 87 percent is still to be hurdled as 
f 2008 to hit the target by 2015. Fighting malnu- 
trition demands not just a piece-meal solution buta 
drastic and comprehensive strategy to wipe it out. 

‘Obviously, there is still a lot to be done to fulfil 
the MDG. Localizing the MDGs is the govern- 
ments basic strategy. That is why the Department 
of the Interior and Local Government has come 
out with guidelines detailing the options for local 
governments to meet the MDG targets, For sure, 
these mirror the needs of the poorest but dwin- 
dling local resources and the incapacity of local 
governments to provide much needed social ser- 
‘vices isa long-time dilemma for them. 

Some headway has been achieved though in 
combating poverty at the local level. National 
agencies are preparing a set of guidelines for local 
governments to accurately target the poorest and 
help them out. 

Some local governments are ahead in this effort 
‘The Las Pifias city government, for instance, in 

armership with NGOs, is now doing a compre- 
Fensive profiling of all s poor residents and wil 
use the resulting data in its development planning. 

‘A multi-sectoral initiative is also being spear- 
headed by the Participatory Urban Fora (PUF), a 
forum of national government agencies, local 
governments, private, non-government and peo- 
ples organizations, to mainstream the MDGs in 
the local governments’ plans and programs In 12 
pilot cities (Muñoz, Antipolo, San Jose Del 
Monte, Tagaytay, Sorsogon, Marikina, Pasay, 
Muntinlupa, Mandaue, Calbayog, Island Garden 
City of Samal, and Iligan),

WHEN Eve Ensler’s "V-Monologues" was first 
shown in Broadway, my Big Apple friend- 
banker Nenette Co offered to treat me to that 
play, but I graciously turned her down for the 
simple reason that 1 would feel embarrassed 
being seen watching such a play. 

When the same play made it to the Music 
Museum 1 still turned down invitations to see 
it. Upon reflection, 1 thought: since I have 
freely chosen the media as my field of ministry, 
why should I not watch it? .

Not founded by 
Mexican soldiers 


IN HER column, "Mexican soldiers in the Philip- 
pines” (PDI, 10/5/04) Bambi L. Harper claims 
that the town of Mexico, Pampanga was estab 
lished by Mexican soldiers who were brought 
over by the Spaniards in the late 16th centun- 
While it may have been said that "...Guachinan: 
305 of America's Mexico stayed in this Pampan: 
ga town” in that period, they could not have es 
tablished it, for a prosperous settlement on the 
site was already in existence. 

Аз pointed out by Mariano A. Henson, the 
settlement has been there since the pre-Span 
ish Kapampangan rulers of Central Luzon 
(1335 and 1380). The original and correct 
name of the town was “Masico,” meaning 
“abundance” in ancient Kapampangan. The 
place was then known for its great abundance 
of water and the great quantity of rice it pro 
duced on its fine plains, (Fray Medina, O.S.A 
cited by M. A. Henson) 

In 1797, another Augustinian, Fray 
Cayetano Lopez, cited the foundation year ot 
the parish of the town as 1577, under the ра 
tronage of Santa Monica. It was probably 
around this time that the Spaniards rechris 
tened it to “El Pueblo De Mexico.” The even 
appears to have coincided with the arrival vt 
Mexican soldiers ín the town.

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JOVELLAR, Albay—At least 100 New People's 
Army rebels and supporters surrendered to 
the military yesterday. 

Lt. Col. Serafin Raymundo, spokesperson 
of the 9th Infantry Division based in Pili town 
in Camarines Sur, told the Inquire that the 
communist rebels and supporters deliberately 
surrendered to the government because they 
were already fed up with the NPA organiza- 
tion's policy and the hardships they experi- 
enced in mountain areas in Albay province. 

Prior to this mass surrender and oath tak- 
ing, Raymundo said at least 107 rebels had 
surrendered earlier on Sept. 24. 


He said the government was preparing to 
integrate the rebels into the mainstream of 
society through what he said was a holistic 
plan. 

During the event there were no firearms 
presented but Raymundo assured that the 
rebels’ guns would soon be surrendered. 

During the surrender rites, held with the 
cooperation of this town's mayor and at least 
20 government agencies, 5,000 poor individ- 
uals from the different villages of the town 
got free medical and dental treatment, free 
medicines and food packages.

Ecija governor welcomes 
casino in his province 


PALAYAN — CITY—While other 
provinces and cities seem reluctant to 
allow casinos and amusement centers 
in their areas, Nueva Ecija very much 
welcomes their establishment and 
operation.. 

“Weare now talking about the final 
details for their establishment and 
operation here,” Gov. Tomas Joson III 
told reporters here. 

He said he has been meeting with 
top officials of the Philippine 
Amusement- and Gaming Corp. 
(Pagcor) to iron out some kinks in 
the planned casino operation in this 
capital city. 

He said city government officials 
had agreed to the plan and the city 
council had passed a resolution sup- 
porting the establishment and opera- 
tion ofa casino here. 

In other provinces, like nearby Au- 
тога, plans for the establishment of a 


casino have been opposed. 

Aurora Gov. Веђаћог Angara- 
Castillo recently issued a statement 
that she would oppose any attempt to 
operate a casino in her province. 

Religious and civic leaders seem al- 
ways теайу to oppose the idea of 
opening up a casino in their areas and 
this prevents their officials from sup- 
porting one. 

^I see no vehement objection here 
about the operation of a casino and 
amusement center here. In fact, our 
people will like it because of the bene- 
fits it will bring to the province and to 
our people,” Joson said. 

"The provincial government and the 
city government here will have a 
sharing scheme on the revenues that 
will come out in the operation of the. 
casino and arcade, he said.

Group formed to save 
endangered turtle 
species in Isabela 


ЗАМ MARIANO, Isabela—Environ- 
ment officials and residents here 
have formed a group to save the 
dwindling population of green sea 
turtles (Chelonia mydas) and 
hawksbill sea turtles (Eretmochelys 
imbricata) at the Northem Sierra 
Madre Natural Park (NSMNP), 

William Savella, Palanan com- 
munity environment and natural 
resources officer and concurrent 
NSMNP protected area superin- 
tendent, said the reactivated Ban- 
tay Kalikasan and Bantay Dagat 
volunteers are doing their best in 
watching turtle sanctuaries in Is- 
abela's coastal towns. 

"The indigenous peoples in the 
area are very receptive now to the 
idea, They were enlightened after 
nowing that these endangered ma- 
rine animals would disappear if they 
‘would not help us," Savela said 

He said volunteers have been 
teaming up with Department of 
Environment and Natural Re- 
sources employees in watching 
four nesting sites of marine turdes 
in Barangay Bicobian in Divilacan 
town, Dimatamo in Dinapigue, 
Diddadungan in Palanan and Did- 
jan in San Mariano. 


Nesting sites 

Of the 47 areas within the pro- 
tected marine park, four were 
confirmed to be nesting sites for 
endangered green sea turtles and 
two were nesting areas for 
hawksbill sea turtles. 

"These deputized protectors of 
environment are helping us a lot. 
In return, they get incentives 
from us," he said. 

Environmentalists earlier redis- 
covered nesting sites of sea turtles 
in Isabela beaches, 10 years after 
the first discovery. However, envi- 
ronmentalists recorded and vali- 
dated reports that adult sea turtles 
were killed for food, 

Because the nesting areas are 
susceptible to poaching, the multi- 
sector approach is needed to stop 


gathering of eggs and butchering 
of sea turtles, Savella said. 

He said the practice of catching 
young turtles, which are killed, 
stuffed and sold to collectors 
abroad, has been minimized in 
the past years. 

‘According to reports, there has 
been a 90 percent decline in the 
turtles’ nest density in the three Is- 
abela towns in the past 50 years. 

‘The nesting areas are more than 
600 km away from the nearest 
known nesting areas in the South 
Pacific islands of Micronesia, 


The Netherlands’ help 

The NSMNP is being devel- 
oped by the World Wide Fund for 
Nature-Philippines through а 
P578-million conservation, pro- 
tection and development pro- 
gram fund from the Royal Gov- 
ernment of Netherlands. 

Vice Gov, Ramon Reyes urged 
the WWEPhilippines to ask the Is- 
abela government to declare the 
four villages as turtle sanctuaries, 

“We are more than willing to 
pass a resolution about that (бес. 
laration of turtle sanctuaries) if 
that is the best way to protect and 
conserve the nesting areas, We 
can also ask municipal councils to 
do the same act," he said, 

Aside from the turtle conserva- 
tion campaign, the WWP-Philip- 
pines has also tied up with the Ila- 
gan government for the reforesta- 
Чоп and seedling production 
within the buffer zone of the 
NSMNP in Rang-ayan village. 

‘The 72,09-hectare agro-forestry 
and tree plantation are planted with 
mango, rambutan, jackfruit, chico, 
pomelo, mandarin, guyabano, co- 
conut, black pepper and narra. 

At least 10,160 narra seedlings 
and 16,692 various fruit and non- 
fruit bearing tree seedlings were 
prepared for planting in (ће area, 
said Hagan Mayor Delfinito Al- 
bano.

BAGUIO CITY—It took more than three years 
for the government to prosecute two college 
students, a landlord, and two of their accom- 
plices for the murder of two University of the 
Philippines Baguio graduates here in 2001. 

But it was the missing Toyota sedan, of 
Giancarlo Leung that landed their suspected 
killers their first criminal convictions. 

Judge Ruben Ayson of the regional trial 
court here on Wednesday convicted Raymund 
Testado, a student of the University of Baguio, 
Ronald Domalina, a student of the Baguio Col- 
leges Foundation (now University of the 
Cordilleras) and Henry Bong Sison, Testado's 
Jandlord, of conspiracy in the theft of the Toyo. 
ta that Leung was driving when he disap- 
peared on March 8, 2001 with Tibani Tinghal. 

Ayson sentenced the five accused to а 
prison term ranging from 14 years to 17 years 
for violating the Anti-Car Theft Law (Republic 
‘Act6539). 

He also ordered the five to indemnify Le- 
ungs mother Carlota; owner of the car, 
P569,600. 

The five are undergoing trial before an RTC 
in Villasis, Pangasinan, for kidnapping and 
killing Leung and Tinghal. 

“Two of their accomplices were not idehti- 
fied in the court decision made on Oct. 15 but 
issued only on Wednesday. 

Although the 24-page ruling dealt with the 
theft of the Toyota, Ayson pored over evi- 
dence that detailed the days leading to the ab- 
duction and murder of Leung and Tinghal.. 

Leung, a nephew of former Philippine 
Stock Exchange president Emest Leung, and 
"inghal disappeared hours after they were 
seen on a road near Leung’s house on the 
nightof March 8. 

Leung's mother managed to negotiate for her 
son's release when the alleged abductors con-

Calano said he had declined Testado's re- 
quest for him to kill Leung when all four of 
them met ata Baguio restaurant on March 8. 

Calano said Testado was after Leung be- 
cause Leung's fraternity supposedly assaulted 
опе of their female members. Testado, Doma- 
lina and Calano belonged to the Samahang 
Покапо and they identified Leung as a leader 
of another fraternity. 

Testado, Domalina and Sison denied the al- 
legations. Both Testado and Sison claimed they 
were in their apartments at the Milton House 
here when Leung and Tinghal were abducted. 

Domalina testified that he had stayed 
home on March 7-9 before he returned to his 
parent's house in San Manuel, Pangasinan, on 
March 10. 

Ayson also noted Domalina's claims that he 
was tortured by investigating police officers 
after he was arrested'on March 16,

‘The Department of Foreign Affairs yester- 
day began stamping this note on all newly is- 
sued passports in a bid to stop the flow of Fil- 
ipino workers into Iraq. 

Despite the ban on the deployment of over- 
seas Filipino workers to Iraq, thousands of 
OFWs continue to be lured by high paying 
Jobs in the war-torn country, usually by eross- 
ing the border from other Middle East coun- 
tries. About 6,000 OFWs are believed work- 
ing in Iraq, most of them employed in US mili- 
tary installations, 

“its an added deterrent against attempts by

NOW in jail on a murder charge, June 
Felizardo, one of the alleged killers of 
Western Police District Sta. Mesa sta- 
tion chief Supt. Manolo Martinez, is fac- 
ing two new charges. 

Two counts of frustrated murder 
have been filed against Felizardo in 
court in connection with the wounding 
of РОТ Conrado Cecillano and by- 
stander Janette Chan, who were in the 
line of fire when five gunmen shot Mar- 
tinez on Oct. 18. 

Men -armed with M16 rifles and 
handguns shot Martinez from behind a 
concrete wall on Santol Street as the 
police official alighted from his vehicle. 
Cecillano was hit on the left groin and 
right foot as he was walking towards 
Martinez. 

Chan, on the other hand, was hitbya 
stray bullet on her left thigh as she 
stood near the crime scene while wait- 
ing fora ride. 

In a resolution dated Oct. 27, assis- 
tant city prosecutor Rose Sharon Abila 
found probable cause to indict Felizar- 
do for frustrated murder, after the West- 
em Police District Homicide Section 
presented additional evidence on the 
injuries suffered by the two victims as a 


result of the attack on the police offi 
cial. 

The WPD had already filed charges 
of murder and frustrated murder 
against Felizardo during inquest pro- 
ceedings on Oct. 21. 

But inquest prosecutor Arthur Velas- 
co recommended that only murder 
charges be filed against the accused, 
and sought further investigation in con- 
nection with the frustrated murder 
charges. 

Оп Wednesday afternoon, Abila up- 
held Velasco's findings indicting Felizar- 
do for murder. Velasco did not recom- 
mend bail for the accused, 

With new evidence on hand, includ., 
ing medical certificates of Cecillano and 
Chan showing the extent of their in- 
juries, Abila had also recommended 
that Felizardo be charged with frustrat- 
ed murder. Foreach of the two counts of 
frustrated murder, Abila set а bail of 
P200,000. 

Felizardo and a 15-year-old boy were 
later arrested in an alleged safehouse in 
Lower Tawi-Tawi, Caloocan City. The 
minor was eventually released for lack 
of evidence.

Schneider finds that remarkable, be- 
cause over the last four years, the Unit- 
ed States "has experienced a devastat- 
ing terrorist attack, an anthrax scare, 
two wars, a recession, a wave of corpo- 
rate scandals, huge tax cuts, а 
dot-com bust, significant job 
losses, and discord with the 
rest of the world. Politically 
speaking, however, things 
haven't changed. 

“That's because the basic di- 
vision over values in American 
politics still prevails: liberal 
America versus conservative 
America.” 

Any early signs of the polls 
ultimate outcome? Schneider 
intones: “If Pennsylvania 
votes for Bush, it will be virtu- 
ally impossible for Kerry to 
win. On the other hand, if ei- 
ther Florida or Ohio votes for 
Kerry, Bush is probably fin- 
ished.”

“Learn to Listen” 
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NEW YORK—Considered the worst filmmak- 
er of all time, Ed Wood won a cult following 
after his death. Now fans can see his long-lost 
last film “Necromania.” Some say this work 
shows he was so bad, that he was brilliant. 

Tes not for the faint-hearted. The 1971 
movie is a porn film documenting the sexual 
enlightenment of a young couple at the hands 
of a coven of witches. 

The much-maligned creator of enduring 
cult classics such as "Bride of the Monster" 
Wood was himself the subject of Tim Burton's 
1994 biopic, the lead role played by Johnny 
Depp. 

“Necromania” was filmed over two or three 
days with a budget of no more than $7,000 
and the only copies went missing soon after it 
was made. 


Soon оп DVD 

Rudolph Grey, author of a biography of the 
director, and a fellow Ed Wood enthusiast, 
movie distributor Alexander Kogan, un- 
earthed "Necromania" in а warehouse in Los 
Angeles after more than 15 years of detective 
work. 

A year ago they contacted the editors of a 
pornography website called Fleshbot, which 
this week will start selling the DVD by mail or- 
der for $19.99. 

‘At one point Grey and Kogan were frustrat- 
ed to be told the only person who might know 
the film's whereabouts was in jail—as a result 
ofa porn bust in Florida. 

They waited until he got out and resumed 
the search, striking gold in 2001. 

“This is something more than just porn,” 
said Fredrik Carlstrom, executive producer of 
the DVD featuring two versions of the film, 
one soft core, the other more explicit. 

"It has a story it has ambition ... Its like all 
his films, like anything thats so bad it be-

He said "Necromania" displays Wood's wit 
and style. He points toa scene where the main 
character, Danny, is struggling to untangle a 
pair of red pajama bottoms to put them on. 

“The guys fumbling for about 15 seconds 
and he's starting to laugh—the actor, he can't. 
get the pajama bottoms on and he's laugh- 
ing," Grey said. "He could have cut that out 
but Ed Wood left that in intentionally. He was 
having some fun." Reuters.

Music also played an important role when 
Pepe, the young bandleader from the neighbor- 
ing town of Tanza in Cavite, was courting the 
youngest daughter of the Maigi family in Imus.

Cenizal, whose real name is Gloria, and her 
sisters were walking to their dressmaker 
house in Imus when Pepe, who was in his car, 
first saw her.

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IFC to extend help to SPV 
taking over NHMEC loans

INTERNATIONAL Finance Corp., the 
private investment arm of the World 
Bank, will finalize before year-end a 
financing package for a special pur- 
pose vehicle that will manage P13.4 
billion worth of bad loans. 

The bad loans were purchased by a 
unit of Deutsche Bank from the state- 
owned National Home Mortgage Fi- 
nance Corp. 

IFC country manager Vipul Bha- 
gat said the private investment 
arm of the World Bank was work- 
ing with the NHMFC and the local 
unit of Deutsche Bank on the prop- 
er disposal of this housing pordo- 

lio. 

"We hope to close this within the 
end of the year,” Bhagat said. 

The proposed arrangement, he 
said, was a third party acquisition fi- 
nancing to bring down Deutsche 
Bank unit's cost of acquiring the the 
non-performing loans of NHMFC. 

Under the arrangement, a loan 
would be provided to the successful 
bidder, such as Deutsche Bank, to 
help it acquire the bad loans. 


The loan usually amounts to half of 
what the buyers are willing to pay for 
the assets. 

Last May, NHMFC sold the delin- 
quent housing loans to the German 
lenders affiliate DB Real Estate 
Global Opportunities IB LR which 
took in a 51-percent interest in the 
loans and formed an SPV to manage 
the restructuring and collection of 
loans. 

NHMFC retained a 49-percent 
interest in the loans through the 
SPV, and will share in the future 
loan collection and recovery pro- 
ceeds 

Bhagat said IFC was interested in 
helping the Philippine banking sector 
unload bad assets through the SPV 
framework. 

“We're also talking to a couple of 
other banks to help them unload their 
Ropoas (real and other properties 
‘owned and acquired),” Bahagat said. 

He said IFC was in talks with Land 
Bank of the Philippines for a similar 
financing arrangement. 

Land Bank plans to auction off 
next month P17 to P19 billion worth 
of non-performing assets using the 


SPV framework, expected to be the 
largest sale of bad assets in the 
Philippines. E 

The transaction portfolio offered 
by the bank was seen as an attractive 
investment. 

The portfolio includes 100 ac- 
counts, most of which were a combi- 
mation of large corporate non-per- 
forming loans and foreclosed as- 
sets, 

LBP tapped Ernst & Young as finan! 
cial advisor for the transaction. 

Another multilateral lender, Asian 
Development Bank, has likewise ex- 
pressed interest in helping Philippine 
banks unload bad assets using the 
SPV framework, H 

The SPV Law was passed to help 
banks clean up their books by waiving 
some of the taxes and reducing fees 
usually collected from the sale of 
transfer of assets. 

The law waived the documentary 
stamp tax, capital gains tax and e-VAT 
(expanded value-added tax) and like- 
wise reduced the registration/trans- 
fer fees by 50 percent, 

The tax reliefs and other benefits 
are available only up to April 8, 2005.

DAVAO CITY—Mindanao's total cargo vol- 
ume for the first half of 2004 rose by over 8 
percent, according to the Mindanao Econom- 
ic Development Council. 

Data from MEDCo showed that the island's 
total sea corgo volume increased by 8.4 per- 
cent compared to the same period last year. 

The MEDCo data also showed that the 
Zamboanga port was the busiest hub in the 
entire island. 

Domestic cargo accounted for 73 percentof 
the total goods and products moving in and 
out of Mindanao, while foreign cargo ас- 
counted for 27 percent. 

The total foreign cargo volume, which 
surged by 11.76 percent compared го last 
years, was recorded at 2.9 million metric tons 
because of continuous export and import ac- 
tivities.

The source, however, said the BSP had to 
exercise prudence in buying foreign curren- 
cies from the open market because the foreign 
exchange was Sensitive to such an act. 

He also said the BSP could directly borrow 
from commercial sources to beef up its reserves. 

The finance official gave the suggestion fol- 
lowing comments of the UK-based Hong Kong 
Shanghai Banking Corp. (HSBC), which said 


eign borrowings was ill-timed because it 
‘would aggravate the problem of the country's 
decreasing forex reserves. 

HSBC said the government could not de- 
pend so much on domestic sources for its bor-

‘THE CUSTOMER is king. 

‘This is one of the biblical truths held 
sacred by anybody who sells products 
and services. 

* It does not ring as true, however, in 
the Philippines, where customers are of- 
ten treated like slaves. 

Slaves, that is, to unscrupulous indi- 
viduals who sell defective or unsafe 
products, make exaggerated claims in 
their advertisements, do not honor ser- 
vice and product warranties or salesmen 
who resort to intimidation and hard-sell 
tactics to make a fast buck. 

Part of the blame can be put on the Fil- 
ipinos natural aversion to confronta- 
tions and reluctance to voice out valid 
complaints. 

But a big part can be attributed to most 
consumers lack of awareness of their 
consumer rights, making them victims of 
these unjust and unfair practices by some 
traders, producers and merchants. 

Here is where the Department of 
‘Trade and Industry wants to come in. 

Adrian S. Cristobal Jz, DTI Undersecre- 
tary for Consumer Welfare and Trade Reg- 
ulation, tells the INQumen that customers 
need not keep quiet when they feel that 
they were cheated or they did not get the 
"product that they paid for, as their rights 
are guaranteed under RA 7394 or the 
Consumer Act of the Philippines. 

‚ The “no return, no exchange" policy for 
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fight for your right to complain 


instance, is absolutely prohibited. Con- 
sumers, he says, have the right to retum 
shoddy or defective products or demand 
compensation ifa service is not up to par. 

“As long as it is a product defect, and 
mot a matter of taste or color, then the 
product can be returned," Cristobal says. 

Consumers also have the right to fight 
it out with companies whose products" 
performance or services fell far short of 
their promise. 

‘Unfortunate buyers of hair growers that 
did not grow hair, whiteners that did not 
lighten skin and slimming creams that did 
not shave off pounds from their frame can 
lodge a complaint with the Department of 


Health's Bureau of Food and Drugs. 

Insurance companies that did not hon- 
or claims, on the other hand, and firms 
that refused to issue receipts have to an- 
swer to the Department of Finance. 

The DTI, meanwhile, looks after manu- 
factured products such as appliances, cars, 
furniture, electrical wires, office machines, 
laundry soap, detergent bars, school sup- 
plies, processed milk, coffee and salt. 

‘These and other government agencies 
are part of Consumernet, which links all 
agencies involved in consumer welfare 
and protection.

QUESTION: "Tve retired а little over 
two years ago, and I decided to invest 
my retirement money in two three-star 
hotels and one beach resort. I was at 
the Asian Music and Marketing Confer- 
ence last week where I heard you speak 
about brand marketing, and the role of 
music and 'celebritics in it. 

As a small startup company, 
should 1 be concerned about brand- 
ing? Гуе always had the impression 
that'll bother about branding when I 
get big. Also, I've heard my partners 
in the business talk about corporate, 
family and product branding, If ever Í 
decide to invest in branding, how 
should I choose among corporate, 
family and product branding?" 

Answer: You have two separate 
but related questions here. Let's día 
nose the first one about branding 
when уоште just starting your busi- 
ness. 

When you had your children, what 
was one of the first things that you 
and your wife did? 

We're quite certain that you were ex- 
cited about choosing the name of each 
baby. (Unless, of course, you are like 
boxing legend turned infomercial mar- 
keter, George Foreman, who named his 
four or five sons, George П, George Ш, 
George IN George V ete.) Nevertheless, 
naming kids was an act of branding. 

You must do the same for your new 
"babies," your two hotels and beach 
resort. You not only want to give them 
апате, you want that name known to 
prospective customers, and retained 
in the minds of their customers. 


Hotel Sogo case 

A classic сазе here is Hotel Sogo of 
Bobbit Olanday. 

Bobbit is an AIM graduate who 
dared to go into the rather crowded 
downscale hotel service industry. He 
went into business with equally bold- 
minded friends who retired as operat- 
ing executives from the motel busi- 
ness of the King clan (known for its 
Anito and Victoria Court motels). 

From the start, Bobbit carefully 
crafted the Hotel Sogo name together 
with the brand's visual expressions 
(ike its signage, fonts, symbols, 
graphics). And he had a cost-effective 
program for getting the brand known 
and retained in the memories of his 
target customers and hotel guests. 

For example, as you drive along 
Edsa Guadalupe, you have to try hard 
not to see Hotel Sogo's colorful sig- 
nages and billboards. Its signages are 
on almost every small shop within the 
area (canteens and carinderias, con- 
venience shops, fruit and news 
stands, etc). 

That's the same attention-getting, 
attention-holding and memory-re- 
taining reminder media that Victoria 
Court and Anito extensively used. 

Big, giant companies use it as well: 
Coca-Cola, Pepsi and San Miguel (es- 
pecially for Sari-Sari stores, Beer Gar- 
dens and carinderias.) But it's particu- 
larly effective with service business- 
es, like Hotel Sogo. 

Now, on to your second question 
about choosing from among corpo-

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rate, family and product branding 
But first, lers be clear about each 
branding strategy. 

Corporate branding is branding by 
the company’s name as in the case of 
GE, for example. On the other hand, 
family branding can be corporate 
branding or “umbrella” branding, but it 
gives different names for its specific 
products. An example is GM, which sells 
its different car models under the names 
of Chevy, Buick, Cadillac, etc. Finally 
product branding is the marketing of 
many different product brands without 
being explicit about the different 
brands’ link with the parent company. 

P&G is known for this branding 
strategy. Look at its participation in 
the toilet bar soap category where it 
has Safeguard, Camay, Oil of Olay, 
Coast, Ivory and Zest. 

How do you choose from among 
these three alternative branding 
strategies? Marketing has no hard 
and fast rules to guide you. But some 
basic considerations are available to 
help you in diagnosing your decision 
tree. Greg Carpenter, from the senior 
MRx’s alma mater, the Kellogg Man- 
agement School at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, has conveniently summarized 
these basic considerations as follows. 


Corporate branding 

When thinking about corporate 

brandi 

125 a priority for you to repre- 
sent in the brand, the customers’ rela- 
tionship with the company more than 
with the product, then go for corporate 
branding. The case in point is Star- 
bucks and its brand positioning as “an 
indulgence experience ... а brief re- 
prieve from a hectic day in the office.” 

ө If you want a common name for 
your multiple products so that the 
common name can help define and 
enrich your brand image for “a way of 
life" (as in Body Shop), or a "way of 
doing things" (as in HSBC), then cor- 
porate branding is appropriate. 

* If you want the efficiencies that 
corporate branding offers, lke in being 
able to concentrate your advertising 
and promotions money on developing 
just one single brand name, then cor- 
porate branding is the logical choice 
with one important qualification. 

Make sure that all the products un- 
der the corporate brand name have 
consumer associations compatible with 
those of the brand. Remember what 
happened to the line of perfume that 
pen manufacrurer, BIC, introduced un- 
der its corporate brand name? 


Family branding

Cristobal says that Filipino consumers 
still have a long way to go before they 
match the level of sophistication of con- 
sumers ín other countries, particularly in 
the United States and Japan. 

He, however, says that through infor- 
mation campaigns by government of- 
fices such as the DTI, more consumers 
are coming forward to report companies 
passing off substandard products, 

Cristobal recommends that buyers 
look for the Philippine product seals on 
manufactured products, to ensure that 
these pass minimum government safety 
and performance standards. 

Cristobal adds that the DTI has em- 
barked on information campaigns to in- 
form more consumers of their rights. 

‘The DTI believes that a well-informed 
consumer в a vigilant and protected con- 
sumer, one who knows what he wants 
and gets what he paid for. 

‘The DTI has even signed an agreement 
with the Department of Education to in- 
clude standards education in the grade 
school and high school curriculum. 

"We want to start developing quality 
consciousness among the youth and help 
breed a culture of excellence among Fil- 
ipinos," Cristobal says. 

Perhaps then, the Filipino consumer 
can truly be king. 


Should a small start-up company 
bother about branding? 


have distinctive associations with 
each of your different products while 
sharing a common affiliation with 
your corporate brand, then the situa- 
tion favors family branding. 

This branding strategy is a tradition 
in the car industry, For example, GM 
has a Chevy, a Buick, and a Cadillac, 
each targeted to a distinct car-buying 
segment. The exception was Saturn 
which was set up as a separate compa- 
ny rather than an additional GM ргой- 
uct line. The Saturn image was not 
‘compatible with the GM image. 

* If your different products target 
different use occasions and where the 
common affiliation with a corporate 
or umbrella brand gives а perceived 
assurance of quality, then family 
branding will work. 

This is illustrated by the case of 
Leggs (a corporate umbrella brand) 
when it extended into the usage prod- 
uct brands of "Sheer Energy,” a sup- 
port hosiery product, and “Knee 
Highs,” for outdoor hose wear. 


Product branding 

When thinking about product 
branding ... 

If you want to appeal to distinct 
consumer segments who each prefer 
the image associated with the usage 
or need category a particular segment 
"owns" and wish to separate from 
brands belonging to some other us- 
age categories, then this P&G type of 
branding applies. 

Market segmentation research, for 
‘example, has shown that the Safeguard 
users are proud of being germ phobic 
and look down on soap users of Ivory 
whom they regard as having the wrong 
value priority in favor of cosmetics. 

If you have deep enough pockets 
to fund the development of multiple 
but unrelated brands, then product 
branding can be highly successful as 
P&G has demonstrated. Deep pockets 
are required to build the image and 
equity of many separate brands. 

Whether corporate, family or prod- 
uct branding, is it good to abbreviate 
the brand name as in the case of IBM, 
TGIF and PLDT? 

It is good to abbreviate AFTER 
you've established your name, that is, 
after your name has gained some loy- 
alty. After all, brand equity refers to 
the meaning associated with your 
brand name. 

Therefore, when' уоште just start- 
ing, it is harder to build that loyalty 
with an abbreviation, as against а 
complete name. This has been 
demonstrated by brands that abbrevi- 
ated only after they ve gained stature 
and reputation. For example, ІВМ 
started as “International Business 
Machine,” Only after it became well- 
known and respected in its line of 
business that it abbreviated into ІВМ. 
So did ЗМ. That was Minnesota Ма- 
chineries & Mining Corporation. Sim- 
ilar to IBM, only after reaching a 
multinational size did it abbreviate its 
long name into ЗМ.

beyond government

“GOVERNANCE is too important to be left to 
government alone.” 

‘This was what Remy Rikken of the Center 
for Asia Pacific Women in Politics said last 
‘week during a seminar attended by ра 
pants from 12 countries, 

‘There is much wisdom in Rikken's words. 
During the early days of 
Greece, where democracy 
originated, each person par- 
ticipated actively in his or her community's 
governance. They were called “polites.” 

But as the communities grew, more people 
started thinking only of their own interests at 
the expense of their community. They were 
called “idiotes,” 

‘The "idiotes" were either people who actus 
ally harmed the community or preferred to do 
nothing rather than get involved. 


‘Idiotes’ 

"This latter group are the ones alluded to 
with the saying: “If 
you're not part of the 
solution, you're part

national one, This is 
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because we have too 
few “polites” and too 
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Philippines 
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many “idiotes.” 

As in the govern- 
ment sector, this may also be true in the 
private sector. There are people out there 
who may be referred to as capable and 
well-meaning but, as another saying goes, 
“evil triumphs because good men do noth- 
ing." 

"These good men should join the ranks of 
the"polites" in the private sector who are con- 
tributing significantly to the governance of 
our nation. 


WTO Agreement 

Take for example, what has happened 
during the July 30, 2004 Framework 
Agreement of the World Trade Organiza- 
tion. Immediately after the negotiation, 
the Philippine delegation announced a suc- 
cessful outcome. 

It is true that RP officials succeeded in ne- 
gotiating helpful new categories called "Spe- 
oial Products" and "Special Safeguard Mea- 
sures.” 

These would have allowed better trad- 
ing terms for developing countries. But the 
terms have not been fully fleshed out, and 
still need to be discussed at a future meet- 
ing. 

Tt took a “polites” from the private sector to 
point out that while we got some vague con- 
cessions, the developed nations won large 
specific advantages. These advantages con- 
tribute further to an even more unfair trade 
regime, 


Lower tariff rates 

The WTO requires us to decrease our t 
rates in preparation for an eventual free trade 
regime. 

However, this assumes an international 
level playing feld. Thus, if we are forced to. 
decrease our tariffs, the developed nations 
must also decrease their subsidies. 

Raul Montemayor of the Federation of Free 
Farmers’ Cooperatives revealed (see table 
above) that the new framework agreement 
required developed nations to decrease their 
subsidies from the previously agreed upon 
DOHA base level. 

However, even with this 20 percent de- 
crease, their subsidy level far exceeds the 
already huge subsidies they enjoyed in 
2000. 


No level playing field 

Comparing the subsidies of Japan, the 
United States and the European Union with 
the Philippines’, it is obvious there is no level 
playing field. 

Itis therefore grossly unfair for the WTO to 
demand tariff reductions from us when the 
subsidies of the developed countries are not 
increased. In fact, ironically, they are allowed 
to increase. 

With Montemayor's analysis and this eye- 
opener, we are now better equipped to handle 
the governance of pur international trade re- 
lations, 

This is a clear example of how governance 
shoilld not be entirely left with the govern- 
ment, Otherwise, we may have been misled 
with the government's initial favorable evalu- 
ation of the new WTO Framework Agree- 
ment. 


Action Taken 

Last Oct, 17, another “polites” from the 
nongovernment sector took action. 

Vicente Fabe, chair of Pakisama, called a 
meeting of selected farmer leaders to dis- 
cuss the WTO agreement. During the meet- 
ing, Liza Bernabe of the Philippine Peasant 
Institute, presented Montemayor's analy- 
sis. 

She recommended that the farmers and the 
fisherfolk take a united stand on this agree- 
merit. They would then consult Segfredo Ser- 
rano, Department of Agriculture assistant sec- 
retary, who has previously shown a good un- 
derstanding of the plight of the small farmers 
and fisherfolk.

DTI: RP garments trade 
faces bright prospects

BRIGHT prospects in the Philippine 
garments industry continue to draw 
players as one more firm, a Filipino- 
Chinese joint venture, has registered 
with the Board of Investments to put 
up a PS-million fabrics production fa-

‘Trade Secretary Cesar М Purisima 
said the firm's venture into the coun- 
туз manufacturing sector displayed 
the optimism of garments firms in the. 
future of the industry, even as the 
worldwide abolition of the quota sys- 
tem drew near. 

‘According to the Department of 
"Trade and Industry, Capital Roll-Knit 
Corp., which is 70-percent Filipino 
and 30-percent Chinese, would open 
58 new jobs to produce woven and 
kuitted fabrics. 

Capital Roll-Knit would export 75 
percent of its output, the bulk of 
which would go the the United 
States. 

By Jan. 1 next year, the quota sys- 
tem for garments and textiles would 
end as provided under the World 
Trade Organizations 1994 Agree- 
ment of Textile and Clothing or the 
Multi-fiber Agreement.

Purisima said the new order would 
result in stiffer competition in the in- 
ternational market, 

“This means buyers will be free to 
source from the most efficient players 
atthe lowest cost and with the shortest 
production and supply cycle," he said. 

“This arrangement would be ad- 
vantageous to local garments firms as 
the Philippine industry is undergoing 


transformation to reach global com- 
petitivestandards,"headded. — i4 

Trade Undersecretary Elmer C. 
Hernandez, who is also BOI chief, 
said Capital Roll-Knit was confident 
that it could sustain its operations in 
such an environment through techni- 
cal know-how, financial stability and 
‘maintaining its commitment to con- 
stantly deliver high-quality products. 

The BOI, for its part, was committed. 
to continuously support the local gar- 
ments and textile industry and ensure 
that it would endure beyond 2004. 

Capital Roll-Knit would enjoy an 
income tax holiday and other perks as 
a BOLregistered firm. 

“We hope that the company would 
beamong the best performing players 
in the local industry by (developing 
its strength in the export market),”

IRON deficiency anemia or IDA, which 
happens when iron intake cannot 
match iron loss, is the most frequent 
‘cause of nutritional anemia in the 
Philippines. It is characterized by a 
Jow level of hemoglobin (a molecule 
Зп the red blood cells carrying oxygen 
to all the cells of the body).

Thiamine (Vitamin 
В1) plays a significant role in carbo- 
hydrate metabolism.

It has 
been shown to help blood oxygena- 
tion and as a proven appetite builder 
for more than 30 years, it also en- 
hances the appetite of elderly individ- 
uals and anorexic, convalescent pa- 
tients with pulmonary tuberculosis.

shelves and movable counters. But close to 40 
percent of the merchandise is now devoted to 
men, including lipsticks, concealers, bronzers 
and eyeliners. 

Just like the Singapore store it was pat- 
terned after, My Beauty Hub conducts regular 
beauty clinics to educate consumers and, of 
course, fuel sales. One of its most recent 
workshops tackled skin care for men. 

"Most women read up on beauty and know 
the science behind the brand,” says Leona Па- 
gan, Luxasta's retail manager.

They need to be 
educated and encouraged, as most of them 
don't feel the need to pay close attention to 
their skin."

With cremation, grieving families 
need not worry about memorial lots or memorial parks, they only 
have to secure an urn where they can place the deceased's ashes. 

La Funeraria Paz offers crematory services not only for human 
remains but also for exhumed human remains. There are different 
rates for adults and children and also for the exhumed human 
bones. 

Cremation rates at La Funeraria Paz can be as low as P10,000 
for human remains if the cremation service is done during regular 
hours, which means from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. There would be 
additional charges if the cremation were done beyond these hours. 

Cremation rate for a deceased child is only P6,500, the same * 
rate it charges if what's going to be cremated are exhumed human 
bones. 

There are also a wide variety of choices for urns where the 
family can place the ashes of their deceased loved ones. Urns can 
be local or imported and can be made of marble, wood, metal, 


` porcelain or brass. Cost varies from P2,000 to P30,000. Urns, 


which are made from imported special metals, are the most 
expensive. 

La Funeraria Paz began servicing the growing cremation 
market in 1995 when it acquired two crematory units. The 
mortuary used to cremate only one human remains a day but now 
it cremates an average of five per day. Used to be accepted only by 
the upper class AB groups, the process now starts to gain wider 
acceptance. The mortuary now also serves a growing class C 
market. 

La Funeraria Paz has over 100 years of experience in the 
eternal or death care industry. Its first mortuary, which continues 
to service grieving families this day, is located at C.M. Recto Ave. 
The mortuary at Araneta Ave. was established during the 1970s 
while another one in Baguio was during the 1990$. It also services 
clients inside the Manila Memorial Park in Sucat, Parafiaque, for 
about three years now.
